Our readers are pretty well jnformed by. 
this time as to the chop-surety cases 
which have occupied the Hon. the Acting 
Puisne Judge for some time back and 
have been frequently referred. to in these 
columns. Briefly put, the’ principal case 
was this:—One Ohun Chun Hang, who 
was formerlyapartner inthe Kwong Shoo 
Loong:shop, br ;- who has, kince the date 
in the cage, left the same and entered the 
employ of a foreign firm, borrowed in 
March 1878 a sum of $496, and gave 
his promissory note for the amount, 
which note he chopped with the name of 
his then hong under the words “tam po,” 

rendered as “Security.” It has been 
held in the case, by the Hon. Puisne 
Judge, that this chop constitutes no gua- 
yanteo in law, and that no partner 
in a hong can make his brother pro- 
prietors in the hong liable on any 
guarantee by simply affixing their 
chop. ,By whatever one or more of them 
do tab of the ordinary course of their 
business without the knowledge of the 
others and without special authority 
from them, those alone who act igith the 
matter and not all the partners of the 
hong become bound, This, it will be 


| observed, does not interfere with the 


value to be attached to the chop of 2 
hong so far as the ordinary and regular 
course of the general business of that 
hong is concerned; and what His 
Lordship haa been pleased to call ‘the 
sanctity of the chop” is destroyed #0 
far only as outside transactions are 


| concerned. Now, this may do a great 


deal of good in decreasing irregular 
transactions among the Chinese, but wo 
believe it will do little or no harm in the 
way of interfering with the general course 
of native business, The custom has beon 
observed amongst them for centuries and 
will survive for centuries:yet, It exem- 
plifies to the full, only in a more decided 
form what we recognise ourselves i in the 
saying that an honest man’s word is as 
good as his bond. The Chinese have 
themselves great respect for the chop. 
It is only when there is good reasons 
for repudiating it, reasons which will 
recommend themselves to those with 
whom the hong deals, that a decided 
refusal to’ “acknowledge 8 chop is ven- 
tured upon by any hong, And so far as 
commercial dealings between Europeans 
and Chinese are concerned, we cannot 
see that it will have mach effect at all ; 

if it has any effect, it will. work a alight 
change for the better, There is no rea-

At firat a great convenience, the com- 
prador soon became a necessity. Merchants 
began to think they were putting jtoo much 
fn the bands of the natives, and come of 
them tried to do without him, Vain hope! 
He was an Old Man of the Sea whom they 
could not shake off. Probably there are no 
people in the world who understand the 
system of puilds and -trades-unions better 
than the (1inese. They make combina- 
tions quite surpassing avy of European or 


American orig and the combinations hold 
together with irén ten = 

Had the forelgn merchants begun orl- 
ginally to deal directly with the natives, 
they might have done so. to this day ; but 
having once adopted. the comprador,' he 
became 6 link in the chain of guilds and 
anions, and could not be set aside. Suppose 


{ am. in business in Shanghai, and de- | 


termine to do without a comprador and 
attend to my own purchases. I-go tos 
native merchant and ask for hia tea sam- 
ples ; he shows them, and I ask the price of 
a thousand cheats. ‘No have got,” is the 
reply,. ‘no oan catohee. " I go to another, 
and another with the same result ; not one 
has a pound of teatosell to me. The guild 
has ordered it ; aud until I deal through a 
comprador I can do nothing in tea, or silk, 
or waz, or any other Chinese product. Let 
me send my comprador, I get the market 
quotations at once. So it goes. with all 
that ono buys or aells in Chinese ports, and 
go it goes with.noarly all dealings with 
Chinese merchants. Their guilds are the 
most comprehensive and most perfect in 
thelr operations of all I have seen in any 
part of the world. ~ 

It ie interesting (and pitifal too) to see how 
completely the merchant in Far Oathay is 
in the hands of the comprador. Go into 
any large house at Shanghal or Hongkong 
and ask ‘any question concerping the 
market ;' the chances are twenty to one 
that the porson you address: will turn to 
the comprador and repeat the Inquiry. The 
comprador’s answer is fival, and noone ever 
appeals, If you have a draft to cash, it is 
the comprador who, determines the ‘rate 
of exchanga and counts out that money ; in 
the latter act. he is assisted by another 
personage, kriown as a “‘shroff,” The 
currency of the Hast is the Mexican dollar, 
and it has been so exteuaively counterfeited 
that great care is necessary to distinguish 


be | the genuine from the imitation. 


Here again, the foreign mercbants have 
left the matter to the native ; itis the lat- 
ter whe settles the matter, and by whom 
every dollar ishandled, The class of em- 
ployés known 9s ‘‘shrofis” are found in 
every banking establishment and every 
commordal house of any importance. I 
the smaller houses the comprador combine; 
the duties of shroff with his own, but ii 
the larger concerns he does not dogo, The 
shroff is an autocrat by whose side the 
Emperor of Russia pales to insignificance. 
His word is absolutism in the extreme ; 
and if you ventore to doubt it, his glance 
is more witheriag than the breath of tho 
upas trea, ae 

‘One day I drow some money from a lead- 
ing house on which I had a letter of credit, 
and the amount was paid to me in Mexicans. 
I took my bag of dollars to my hotel, and 
locked it in my ‘trunk; and a few days

Ninotoen thirty 
was not altogether unreseonable, bat Mr 
Seventeen Twenty waa of exalted views, 
and doubtless -had—a :family to support.

* a New York, July 19. 
The City Council of San Francisco hav-- 
ing*passed an Ordinance, known as the 
“‘Qnoue Ordinance,” for the cutting off the 
queues -of— convicted -“Chinamon- lodged -in- 
the City jail, a Chinaman, in advanco of the 
operation, appealed to the Courta against 
it, and won his case. The following. waa 
the decision of Mr Justios Field. 1t will 


be seen to have a wide bearing on the |: 


general Chinese question :-—, = 
. We are aware of the genéral feeling, 
amounting to positive hostility, prevailing 
in California against the Chinese, which 
would prevent their further immigration 
hither, and expel from the State those 
already here, Their dissimilarity in 
physical characteristic, in language, man- 


ners, and religion would seem, from ‘past’ 


experience, to prevent the possibility of 
their “assimilation with our people. And 
thoughtful persons, looking at tho millions 
which crowd the opposite shorea of the 
Pac'fic, and the possibility at no distant 
day of their ‘ponring over in vast hordes 
among us, giving rise to fierce antagonisma 
of race, hope that some way may be devised 
to prevent their further immigration. Wo 
feel the force and importance of these 
considerations; but the remedy~ for the 
apprehended evil is to be sought from the 
general Government, where, except in 
certain special cases, al} powor over the 
pak lies, To that Government bvlon 
exclusively the treaty making power! and 
the’ power to regulate commerce ‘with 
foreign nations, which includes intercourse 
as well-as traffic, and, with the exceptions 
presently mentioned, the power to prescribe 
the conditions of immigration or importa-" 
tion of persons. The State in those 
gies y with the exceptions mentioned, 
powerless, and nothing is gained by the 
attempted assertion of a control. which can 
never be admitted. The State may exclude 
from its Mmita paupers and convicta of 
ether countries, persons incurably diseased, 
and others likely tu become a burden upon 
ita resources. It may, perhaps, also exclude 
persons whore presence would be dangerous 
to its established institutions. But there 
its power ends,’ Whatevor is done by way- 
of exclusion beyond this must come from 
the general Government. That Go- 
vernment alone can determine what 
aliens. shall be permitted to land 
within the United States, and upon 
what conditions they shall—be—permitted 
to remain ; whether they shall be restricted 
{n business transactions to euch as apper- 
tain toforeign commerce, as is practically 
the case with our people in China, or 
whether they shall be: allowed to engage in 
all pursuits equally with citizens. For re- 
strictions tiecessary or desirable in these 
mattera the appeal must be made to the 
general Government ; and it is not believed 
that the appeal will ultimately be disre- 
garded.:- Bo that as it may, not ing can be 
accomplished in that direction by hostile 
and spiteful legislation on the part of the 
State, or-of its municipal bodies, like that 
e Ordinance in question—legialation 
ch fa unworthy of a brave and manly 
people, Against such logtslation it will 
always be the duty of the judiclary to state 
and enforos: the paramount law of tho 
nation”.
